JUSTICE AT LAST. 
T he Suprem e Court O rders the Fuym ent 
o f D rainage C laim s.

San F rancisco, June 6th.—The Supreme 
Court to-day ailirmed the decision of the 
Superior Court 5 in plaintll’s favor, in the 
case of P. A. Miller vs. State Controller 
Dunn. The suit was commenced to com­ 
pel Dunn to draw a warrant in payment of 
some debris claims for work done under 
the Drainage Act, passed in 1880. The 
sum of $254,157 01 was involved. 
TH E NEVADA MYSTERY. 
E xam ination of the A lleged M urderers of 
Philip R ichards. 
[Copyright, 1887, by Use California Associated J’rcss.] 
Nevada Citv, June 6:h.—The examina­ 
tion of H J. Dassonville and w ife, Annie 
Dassonville, was begun at half-past 10 
o'clock tc-day. The Court-room was filled 
witli an eager, curious crowd, ail expecting 
to hear startling developments in relation 
to the mysterious assault on I’hilip Bich­ 
ares, which resulted in his death on the 
27th of last month. After the complaint 
was read the defendants’ counsel asked 
that the spectators be excluded, and the 
Cjurt-room was thereupon cleared. Not­ 
withstanding the newspaper reporters were 
all excluded, t lie following has been 
learned concerning the proceedings : 
Dr. Hunt testified that on the night of 
April 22d Dassonville brought Richards to 
his office, the latter suffering from wounds 
on the head. His left eye was broken and 
au aqueous humor exuded. The wound 
was made by a blunt instrument. Rich­ 
ards had been choked also. 
Neighbors of Dassonville swore to hear­ 
ing strange and unusual noises in the 
house on the night of the assault. 
Mrs. Thomas Watson testified that she 
heard a noise ’hat sounded like the voice 
of a man who wanted to cry out but 
couldn’t. 
Frank Richards testified that his brother, 
Philip Richards, the deceased, made the 
following statement to him ; On the night 
in question he was coming from town, 
when Mrs Dassonville called him into her 
house. He went in. Money W3S asked 
for but he did not have it. Dassonville 
then struck him and knocked him down. 
He didn’t know what he was struck with. 
He did not say he had made an assignation 
with Mrs. Dassonville. He did not refuse 
to give money, but did not haveany money 
with him. He did not say how much 
money was asked for. 
At a quarter past 5 the Court adjourned 
till to-morrow morning at 10 o’olock. 
Defendants’ attorneys make light of the 
theory of the prosecution, and will prob­ 
ably set up the plea that Dassonville as­ 
saulted Richards in defense of his mar­ 
riage rights.

June 6th.—At Pike Citv, 
a mining camp in Sierra county, a some­ 
what aged common woman, commonly 
known as the “ Colorado school-ma'am,” 
was forcibly taken from her house by six 
young miners, and each forcibly assaulted 
her, after beating the woman nearly to a 
jelly. Two of the gang were arrested at 
North San Juan, Nevada county, after at­ 
tempted escape, and in place of being taken 
up for felony they were arrested on a com­ 
plaint sworn to by Constable Woods, of 
Pike City, charging them with misde­ 
meanor only.

The object of this 
is to orevent Catholic laboring men from 
drifting off from the church, on account of 
their association with 1‘rotestants, and to 
keep them from adopting theories which 
are antagonistic to the church’s dogmas.

ocrats of prominence here say they fear the 
party is going to lose the State this fall in 
consequence of the United Labor party 
running a State ticket. The Democratic 
Slate plurality is such a small one that the 
diversion of a few thousand Democratic 
votes to the suppor. of the United Labor 
party’s candidate would cause the defeat of 
the Democratic party and the success of 
the Republicans.

the first if it nominated a State ticket. 


OUR SEAL FISH ERIES. 
A It venue C utter D eparts fur the N orth­ 
ern l’aclllc. 
W ashington, June Gth.— A telegram was 
received at the Treasury Department to­ 
day announcing that the revenue steamer 
Richard Rush sailed from San Francisco 
to day for a cruise to Ounalaska and the 
seal islands for the purpose of protecting 
the seal fisheries. It is stated at the De­ 
partment that the instructions to Captain 
Shepard, her commanding officer, are sub­ 
stantially the same as those sent to Captain 
Healy, commanding the steamer Bear, 
which is now cruising in Alaskan waters. 
The orders to Captain Healy made no ref­ 
erence whatever to the treatment of foreign 
vessels found fishing in Ihe vicinity of the 
seal islands. An officer of the Department 
said to-day that the course to be pursued in 
cases of alleged foreign invasion of our 
fishery rights will depend almost entirely 1 
upon the circumstances surroundiug each' 
case, and action will be left to the discre­ 
tion of the officers of the vessels.

A ictory for a Citizen»* Ticket over An­ 
archists and Socialists. 
Chicago, June 6th.—The result of the 
election in Cook county to-dav for six 
members of the Circuit 'Bench was a de­ 
cided victory for the Citizens’ ticket, except 
in Chicago * Sixth Ward. The vote aver­ 
aged three to one against the ticket put up 
by the machine political committee and 
indorsed by the Socialists and Anarchists. 
The three Republican candidates originally 
named by the political committees wrre 
indorsed by the Citizens’ ticket, as there 
were no charges of bribery or fraud against 
them. 
The three Democratic nom­ 
inees, 
however, 
Crafts, Kraus 
and 
English, were rejected, as it was openly 
asserted that the Democratic Committee 
had hawked the nominations about the 
streets at the price of $5,000. In their stead 
the Citizens’ Committee placed the names 
of the State’s Attorney, Grinnel, Frauk 
Baker and R. W. Clifford. Sqon after this 
nomination was made one of the alleged 
boodle nominees. Crowes, withdrew from 
the ticket, and the Democratic Committee, 
after much searching, decided to indorse 
Baker, of the Citizens' ticket, for the va­ 
cancy. This narrowed the light down 
purely between Grinnpl and Clifford 
on one side, indorsed by the Citi­ 
zens’ organization, the Bar Association 
and several other iniluential clubs, 
and Kraus and English on the other side, 
indorsed by the “ M achine” committee 
and United Labor party, which recently 
made a red (lag campaign against Roche for 
Mayor. Exclusive of the suburbs, where 
Grinnel and Clifford led heavily, the totals 
ate as tollows : Grinnell, 23,407; Clifford,

YESTERDAY’S YACHT RACE. 
The Thistle Again Show» H er Heels to 
Her Sister Yachts. 
London, .Tune 6th.—A brisk breeze was 
blowing this morning when the yachts 
started in the race at Dover, round a course 
of forty-four miles long. The Thistle led 
directly. She turned the pier within her 
own length, and was a quarter of a mile 
ahead ot the other yachts at the end of two 
miles. 
When the Thistle had covered twenty- 
miles, or half the length of the course, she 
led the Genesta liy 5 minutes and 42 sec­ 
onds. The Irex was third, one minute be­ 
hind the Genesta. A thick fog has consider­ 
ably interfered with the racers, but it is 
now clearing away. 
The Thistle was the first to cross the 
finishing line, leading the Genesta, which 
was second, by eleven minutes, Irex third. 
The Thistle again justified her claim to 
the title of champion. She left the others 
steadily all through the race. The Genesta 
fairly beat the Irex for second place. The 
fog prevented a view of the boats from the 
shore, but did not inferiere with the sailing. 
The course was triangular. The first part 
of the race beat over a lee-going tide, and 
then was a dead run from the first to the 
second mark, and over the third side of the 
triangle was another thresh against the tide. 
A separate sweepstake race was won by 
the Neptune, the F’oxhouml second. 
THE TENANTS SUCCEED. 
An Irish Landlord Succumbs to the Plan 
of Campaign. 
London. June 0th.—The pian of cam­ 
paign has scored a victory 011 the I’onsonbv 
estates In Ireland, by the landlord's ac­ 
ceptance of the terms offered by the ten­ 
ants, scores of whom have been evicted 
within the past lortnight. Tiie tenantry 
on the Poiisonby estates were the first tit 
adopt the plan of campaign. It was their 
President, Father Keller, who was incar­ 
cerated, and on this estate young O’Hanlon 
was killed. This victory for the plan is 
regarded as of the greatest importance, be­ 
cause this landlord had been supported by 
the Landlord’s Defense Union and Orange 
clubs 111 resisting the tenantry.

THE PORE WINE LAW AND LABELS. 


The pure wine law went into effect yes­ 
terday. 
It is an Act of the Legislature of 
this State, approved March 7, 1887, pro­ 
hibiting the sophistication and adultera­ 
tion of wine, and to prevent fraud in its 
sale and manufacture. 
The law defines pure w ine; prohibits 
the use of certain coloring agents; con­ 
demns the use in ferrceutation and pre­ 
servation of materials injurious to the con­ 
sum er; specifies what is {lertnissihle to d o 
iu fermenting and preserving; designates 
what it shall be unlawful to sell as witie, 
intending to legalize only the sale of pure 
wine as defined by the A ct; expressly ex­ 
cludes clearly stamped or marked foreign 
•.vine packages from the operation of the 
law; affixes penalties for violations of the 
A ct; provides for recovery of damages in 
case of fraud in selling wine; gives per­ 
mission to use certain sweetening agents 
in champagne or sparkling w ines; pro­ 
vides that labels shall lie furnished by the 
Controller of State certifying packages to 
contain pure California wine, and affixes a 
severe penalty for fraudulently using the 
laliels; requires them to l«c so placed that 
on opening the package they wili be 
broken and provides that such labels shall 
lie used only in this State. 
The frauds in California wines at the 
Hast have been so great and so l>old-faeed 
that the reputation of our product has 
suffered serious decadence and was threat­ 
ened with destruction. 
If fin» new law is 
rigidly enforced; if the wine makers and 
dealers prove true to the law and their 
own best interests, they will very soon 
witness the overthrow of all the wine 
■ rauds. 
It will not take the Eastern pub­ 
lic long to discover the pure wines of Cali­ 
fornia, and to distinguish between them 
and the spurious for under this law they 
will lie able to judge in all cases of doubt, 
from a base of purity certified under law- 
Of course, if dealers outside of the State 
prove rascally, as many have in th? past, 
the label law will not wholly protect our 
product. 
Rut California producers who 
select their own ageuts, those they can 
implicitly trust, can defeat the frauds, 
it was urged by the New York press a year 
ago that the California producers should 
establish their owu agencies at the E a s t; 
hut not in all cases can this lie done; not 
ail producers can afford the cost involved, 
though it would seem that by co-operation 
the end desired could he attained. 
But 
the label law will go a long way toward 
improving the California wine m arket 
abroad. 
It will lie accepted there as a 
guarantee that the labeled packages con­ 
tain wine that the people of < alifornia 
in their representative capacity have de­ 
fined to l>c. pure and free from deleterious 
substances. 
Yet it must lie confessed that 
this guarantee is dependent wholly upon 
the risk a dealer may choose (I1 ta|i0 0 f 
Iwing detected ill putting the iabel upon 
goods not pure within the d motion of 
the law. 
A\ hile it is possible to coun­ 
terfeit the label, and to fraudulently use 
it, yet the knowledge at the East that the 
self-interest of all California producers 
laust incline them to watch sharply for 
and defeat dishonesty i:i the premises, 
and that they will lie induced by common 
and commend able selfishness to secure en­ 
forcement of the law, will go far towards 
inspiring public confidence in the pack­ 
ages bearing the State’s ialiel.-. 
There are two classes of labels, cue for 
barrels and one for bottles. 
They arc ¡<e- 
culiar in design, of two colors, not in­ 
volved in printing or engraving, and of a 
eharactcr to Ik- readily recognized, so that 
to the public they will presently become 
very familiar. Counterfeiting while pos­ 
sible, will be difficult, for the designs em­ 
brace detective devices difficult to exictlv 
duplicate. 
If the label law will check the fraud 
of painting off cheap, impure and doctored 
products for California wines, it will 
greatly lieneflt our wine makers, and 
prove a protection to people at the East 
who drink wines, against physical injury 
inseparable from consumption of 
com­ 
pounded wine cheats. 
The reputation of 
California wine will in consequence rise 
abroad, and as a result consumption of it 
will increase, the demand be augmented 
and vitioultural interests in California lie 
proportionately liencfited and stim ulated. 
The law has now gone into effect. 
The 
result will lie looked for with great inter­ 
est in this State, but must not be exiiected 
to be manifest for some months to come. 
The ehiet thing needed for the rigid en­ 
forcement of the law and the develop­ 
ment of its anticipated lienefits, is union 
of sentiment and action regarding the law 
and the use of the laliels among the wiae 
makers of California, aul honesty in their 
representatives iu Eastern markets. 


CULTIVATE SEKI-TROPICAL TREES. 


The Marysville Appeal, Nipomio Actre, 
I/unpoc Record, and San Joa juin Resources, 
advise the people to plant the Oriental 
olive. 
The t ec gi<uv-finely in this valley, 
i* is an evergreen, shapely, ornamental, 
and requires less care thar. almost any 
other nut or fiuit tree. 
Its culture is little 
understood as vet, but the ioomals named, 


from the experience of growers consulted, 
express the belief that it will prove a profit­ 
able and imjiortant branch of horticulture 
iu California. The impression prevails 
that it will grow in rocky and barren soil 
and without fertilizers, and it w ill; but to 
get good results it should have good soil 
and fertilizers should lie used. 
Major U tt 
is reported by the Resources as saying that 
the profitableness of olive culture can lie 
shown to the satisfaction of the most ex­ 
acting. 
IJis orchard of twenty-five bear­ 
ing trees, seven years old, has largely com­ 
pensated him for the investment. 
Last 
year ten of the trees produced 750 gallons 
of olives. 
The Resources adds: 
“ H e sold 
the surplus crop at forty cents per gallon, 
casks furnished, or $12 per tree. 
Fifty 
gallons of average crop to the tree at 
twelve years from the planting of the or­ 
chard would lie a low estimate and this 
amount would make six and a quarter gal­ 
lons of oil. 
Increased production will put 
the wholesale price of oil to $4 jier gallon, 
or at the lowest -S'25 per tree, equal to $900 
per acre. 
Allow one-half for expenses and 
interest on investment, and you have the 
net sum of $480 per acre as net profit. Mr. 
Loop has been offered eighty cents a gallon 
for all the pickled olives he can prepare 
for the m arket.” 
There is probably over­ 
estimate in the foregoing statement. 
The 
demonstration has lieen made in Solano, 
Placer, and other parks that the olive will 
grow admirably in Central and N orth­ 
ern 
California. 
The 
Appeal certifies 
that it flourishes finely in Yulia county. 
The Lompoc Reeord savs olive culture has 
succeeded so well in Santa Barbara county, 
that it is justified in predicting that next 
season many thousands of trees will lie put 
out in that section. 
There are thirty-five 
thousand tices already planted and doing 
well on the College Rancho. 
Compara­ 
tively no attention has been given to olive 
culture in the immediate vicinity of Sacra­ 
mento, but there are here and there 
throughout the city olive trees, and some 
of them are very large growth. 
But as it 
costs no more to put out olive trees than 
any other evergreens, the suggestion that 
more of them be planted is a good one and 
ought to lie acted upon. 
If greater num­ 
bers of semi-tropic trees generally were 
grown in this section, were we know that 
they wili flourish, there would he greater 
attention given to Central California by 
the Eastern visitor. 
They are testimo­ 
nies to bis eyes that cannot be belied by 
pam phlet misrepresentations. 
A small 
orange grove near this city, on the line 
of oue of the railways, would be one 
of theliest investments that could lie made 
for the city; it would advertise this region 
as scarcely anything else could. 
A t Oro- 
ville the 
thirty-five 
acres of 
orange 
trees is deemed the chief advertisement 
of that section 
Two or three olive or 
orange orchards near this city would pay 
well as an investment if no profit was 
made from the trees for many years, for 
they would lie living witnesses to the 
truth concerning our climate, and the 
capacity of this section to produce semi­ 
tropic fruits, even stronger in the estima­ 
tion of Eastern visitors, than citrus fair 
exhibits. 


T h e Chinese are reported to lie em i­ 
grating from California in considerable in ­ 
stallments eastward, mostly aiming for 
New York. 
We can spare all that go and 
a great deal many more than are likely to 
leave. 
W ithout wishing the Eastern peo­ 
ple any ill, Californians can be pardoned 
for hoping that their fellow-oitizens on 
the A tlantic slope-will be converted to the 
doctrine of Chinese exclusion from Ameri­ 
can soil by the same means that have 
made California anti-Chinese in sentiment, 
and brought upon her in consequence the 
adverse criticism of the American people 
beyond the Rocky mountains. 
If the 
Chinese do not revolutionize the sympa- 
pathies, hum anitarianism and ecouomicsof 
the East, they will prove untrue to their 
reputation and 
practice 
in California 
Because there is greater density of popul 
tion on the other side, the process will be 
longer in working out results; but they 
will develop soon enough wherever the 
Chinese cluster in any considerable num­ 
bers. 


1 h e (.oltisa Herald savs: “ The refusal 
of the Mechanics’ F air to make a change 
in their date so as not to conflict with the 
State Fair is meeting with unfavorable 
comment all over the State, and we are 
pleased to note that a few of the San 
Francisco papers stand in with the State 
Fair in the matter. 
The merchants of 
the metropolis are as much interested in 
the progress of the State and the develop­ 
ment of onr resources as any class of peo­ 
ple, and they should work for the success 
of the State h air and not throw obstacles 
in its way. 
But three of the leading 
papers still remain dumb upon the ques­ 
tion. 
The Institute managers, beginning 
to feel the pressure from the interior, have 
added to their “ lioom” committee several 
leading citizens of Northern and Central 
California. 
’! his is an attem pt to identify 
those sections with the scheme to crush 
the State Agricultural Society. 
Let us 
see if these gentlemen will be p arties to 
the scheme. 


F. B i'ti.k u recently ad­ 
dressed the law class at Boston University. 
Among other foolish and bad things thL 
very singular man uttered, was this preci­ 
ous bit of advice: “ I never wish to defend 
a man unless 1 know th at he is guiltv.

Probably nobody knows just what idea 
General Butler had in view in giving this 
advice, hut the words convey a meaning 
anything hut creditable to the man who 
uttered them. 
Lawyers who honor their 
profession will not feel complimented by 
Butler’s advice to the young men. 
It is 
little short of dishonesty, and smirches 
and libels a profession th at should stand 
foremost among the learned sciences.

E. J. Root, of the Pacific Fruit Company 
San Francisco, having just returned from 
an extended business trip through the 
fruit sections of Sacramento, Natoma. 
Marysville and Chico, was met yesterday 
morning at the Golden Eagle, and speaks 
highly of the country passed through. 
Mr. 
Root has had an extended experience 
throughout the fruit regions of the East 
and of Southern California, and has never 
seen, he says, any portion equal in soil, 
climate and general adaptability for the 
raising of fine fruits to the country he has 
just passed through—the great Sacramento 
valley. “ This country,” he continues. “ is 
settled by men who khow and appreciate 
the treasure they have, and this is exem­ 
plified by the fact 
that 
if any resi­ 
dent wishes to sell one of his neighbors 
is always willing to buy and add to his own 
possessions. 
“ As to the fruit crop it is generally very 
good all over the State. The apricot and 
peach crops, though probably unprece­ 
dented, will undoubtedly be good as to 
quality, as growers have thinned heavily, 
and these fruits should command a very 
fair price, as dealers never were before as 
well prepared to handle so large a quantity 
of fruit to advantage, from the fact that 
canners are well cleaned up and no dried 
fruit is being carried over. 
“ The hot wave has done no particular 
damage except perhaps to cherries, and 
possibly to the early fruits, the heat forcing 
them to ripen before they attain proper 
size. 
“ All you have got to do now in this sec­ 
tion to have a genuine boom,” said the 
gentleman 
enthusiastically, “ is to let 
people know by advertising what a para­ 
dise you have, and they will come fast 
enough. I never saw any country any­ 
where that has greater possibilities in this 
line than the Sacramento valley. I hope 
to soon have the pleasure of seeing the 
entire valley fully settled and everything as 
prosperous as it Í3 destined to be.”

THE OPPOSITION FAIR. 


A n n u al C onvention o f th e N ation al T y­ 
p ograp h ical U nion. 
B u f f a lo , June 6th.— The Thirty-fifth 
A nnual Convention of the International 
Typographical Union began its session 
here to-day. The forenoon was occupied 
by the work of the Committee on Creden­ 
tials. In the afternoon President Jaimeson, 
of Nashville, delivered the annual address. 
He congratulated the Convention on the 
progress made in the past year and the 
cheerful outlook for the future. Of the 
strike fund, he said : 
“ It is a mooted 
question whether the fund, as it exists 
now, is not productive of more injury than 
benefit. There can be no question that in 
many instances the fund, and not a just 
demand, was the potent factor on asking 
an advance last year, and if the fund had 
been allowed an immense num ber of meu 
would be thrown out of employment. The 
Executive Council, therefore, determined 
to withhold aid except in extraordiuarv 
cases.” 
Of the question of stereotype plates, 
which promises to give rise to the greatest 
am ount of discussion in the Convention, 
the President said that perhaps the Union 
had never been confronted with such an 
intricate and difficult question, and that 
whether it was for good or ill could only 
be determined by time. Of th e nine-hour 
law, the President said it was a most im ­ 
portant question; one that would affect 
book and job printers most. But whether 
the time was ripe to pass upon it the Union 
must decide. In his opinion the coming 
year would have im portant matters enough 
to deal with without this, and he suggested 
its postponement to a more convenient 
season. 
Of apprentices, the President said : “This 
time, where the subject is still with us, the 
resolution prohibiting subordinate Unions 
from recognizing apprentices on morning 
papers who may thereafter be illegally 
placed therein, has not been heartily acqui­ 
esced in, am ounting in cases to a non-ob­ 
servance. A strange paradox is that em ­ 
ployers who sutler from incompetent work­ 
men place obstacles in the way of remedy­ 
ing the evil.”

Ture Wine L ab els. 
The new law requiring the use of pure 
wine labels went into effect yesterday, and 
orders for labels are coming into the Con­ 
troller s office from all the wine-producing 
and manufacturing districts. There are two 
of the labels or stamps, one for barrels and 
the other for bottles. Those for barrels are 
about two and one half inches square, and 
are intended to be placed over the bung of 
the package in sucha manner that the bung 
cannot be started or removed without de­ 
stroying the stamp. The bottle label is a 
narrow strip, about three-quarters of ati 
inch in width and six inches in length, in­ 
tended to be fastened across the mouth 
of the 
bottle 
in 
such a way that 
the 
cork 
can 
not 
be 
withdrawn 
without destroying the stamp. In the 
center, directly on 
the 
top 
of 
the 
cork, is a lozenge bearing the words. "Pure 
California W ine.” The purchaser of a 
bottle or cork bearing these stamps unde­ 
faced can do so with the full confidence 
that he is getting a bottle of pure wine an 1 
from the factory named on the label. They 
are printed in two colors, and are a fine 
specimen of the lithographic art. It is 
thought bv dealers that the use of these 
stam[is will raise and maintain the stand­ 
ard ot California wines in the East, where 
large quantities of cheap French and m an­ 
ufactured wines are palmed off as the Cali­ 
fornia article. The stamps are sold at $1 50 
per 1,000, which is the cost of making 
them.

By a careful reading of this it will be 
seen no power has been conferred upon the 
Mechanics’ Institute to offer any other class 
of premiums save those enumerated in the 
articles of incorporation. The objects of 
the Institute are there set forth, and until 
their articles of incorporation are changed 
they have no right to do so. Section 5 of 
the Act of 186(5 provides that the by-laws 
may prescribe how members are admitted, 
fees, officers, etc. 
On its face the associa­ 
tion is not a public corporation, like the 
State Agricultural Society, and the profits 
may be divided among the members. 
It 
has no right to exercise the corporate priv­ 
ilege of giving premiums for agricultural 
privileges, and, as we have intim ated above, 
the Attorney-General without doubt if ap­ 
pealed to can intervene to prevent the ex­ 
ercise of such power.

And whereas, said proposed am endm ents to 
the Constitution were published according to 
lawr. 


And whereas, the Secretary of State having, 
on the 25th day of May, A. D. 1887, certified to 
me that the vote cast at said election on said 
proposed am endm ents to the Constitulion, ac­ 
cording to the returns on file iu his office, was 
as follows, v iz .:

For Am endm ent Num ber Two...................27,659 
Against A m endm ent Num ber Two

Now, therefore, I, WASHINGTON 
BART­ 
LETT, Governor of the State oí California, by 
virtue of the authority conferred upon me by 
law, do find that said proposed am endm ents to 
the Constitution, Num ber " O n e " and "T w o,” 
were rejected by a m ajority of the qualified 
electors voting thereon at said election, and th at 
said proposed am endm ent Num ber “ Three ” 
(hereinafter given), was approved and ratified 
by a m ajority of all the votes cast at said elec­ 
tion.

Amendment Number Three.

Resolved, T hat the Legislature of the State of 
California, at its regular session, com m encing 
on the third day of January, A. D. eighteen 
hundred and eighty-seven, two-thirds of all 
mem bers elected to each of the two Houses of 
said Legislature voting in favor thereof, hereby 
propose that Section Eight, of Article IX , 
of the Constitution of said Slate be am ended so 
as to read as follow s: 


S e c t i o s 1. Any city containing a population 
of more than oue hundred thousand inhabit­ 
ants may fram e u charter for its owu govern­ 
m ent, consistent with and subject to the Con­ 
stitution and laws ot the State, bv causing a 
Board of fifteen freeholders, who "shall have 
been for at least five years qualified eltctors 
thereof, to be elected by the qualified voters of 
such ci(y. R'- any general or special election, 
whose duty it shall be, w ithin ninety days after 
such election, to j repare and propose a charter 
for such city, which shall be signed in duplicate 
by the m em bers of such Board, or a m aiority of 
them , and returned, one copy thereof to the 
Mayor, or other chief executive officer of such 
city, and the other to the Recorder of Deeds of 
the county. Such proposed charter shall then be 
published in two daily papers of general circu­ 
lation in such city, for at least tw enty days; and 
w ithin

than 
thirty 
days" 
after 
such publication it shall be" subm itted to 
the qualified electors 
of 
such city, tit a 
general 
or 
special 
election, 
and’ 
if 
a 
m ajority ot such qualified electors voting there­ 
at shall ratify the same, it shall thereafter be 
subm itted to the legislature for its approval or 
rejection as a whole, w ithout power of altera­ 
tion or am endm ent; and if approved by a m a­ 
jority vote of the mem bers "elected to each 
House, it shall become the charier of such city, 
or if such city be consolidated with a countv, 
then of such city and county, and shall become 
the organic law thereof, and supersede any ex ­ 
isting charter, and all am endm ents thereof, and 
all special law s inconsistent with such charter. 
A copy of such charter, certified by the Mayor, 
or chief executive officer, and authenticated by 
the seal of such city, setting forth the subm is­ 
sion of such ch atter to the electors, and its rati­ 
fication bv them , shall be m ade in duplicate, 
and deposited, one in the office of the secretary 
of state, the other, after being recorded in the 
office of the Recorder of Deeds of the county, 
among the atcb ires of the city. All Courts 
shu lliak eju d icial notice ihereof. The charter 
so ratified may be am ended at intervals of not 
less than two years, by proposals tuerefor. sub­ 
m itted by legislative authority of the city to the 
qualified voters thereof, at a general or "special 
election held at least sixty davs after the publi­ 
cation of su-h proiKi-als. and "ratified by at least 
three filths of the qna'lfied 
electors voting 
thereat, and approved by the Legislature as 
herein provided for the approval of the charter. 
Iu subm itting any su h chatter, or am endm ent 
thoreto, any alternative article or proposition 
mav be presented for the choice of the voters, 
anil may lie voted on separately w ithout preju­ 
dice to others. Any city containing a popu­ 
lation ol' more than ten thousand and not 
more than one hundred thousand inhabitants 
may fram e a charter for its own governm ent, 
consistent w ith and subject to the Constitution 
and laws of this State, by causing a Board of fif­ 
teen freeholders, who shall have been for at 
least five years qualified electors thereof, to be 
elected by the qualified voters of said city, at 
any general or special election, whose duty it 
shall be, w ithin ninety daysafter such election, 
to prepare and propose a charter for such city, 
which shall tie signed in duplicate by the m em ­ 
bers of such Beard, or a majority of "them , and 
returned, one copy thereof to the Mavor, or 
other chief executive o f said city, and the other 
to the Recorder of the county.

A n U n p rov ok ed A aaau lt. 
About 2:15 p . m. yesterday Julius Schwa- 
lenberg, a brakeruan on the local passen­ 
ger about to start for San Francisco, made 
an unprovoked attack upon Assistant 
Division Superintendent Urquhart in the 
depot. Mr. Urquhart states that he was 
standing on the platform when Schwalen- 
berg stepped up to him and inquired, “ Do 
you remember the time when you walked 
around me and tried to aggravate me fnto 
committing a battery ?” Urquhart replied 
in the negative, and could not think what 
was referred to, though almost im m e­ 
diately it occurred to him that some time 
ago Schwalenberg got into trouble and was 
discharged, but subsequently appealed go 
urgently to Superintendent W right that 
the latter reinstated him, and he has since 
then been rather favored than otherwise. 
W ithout further remark, or any demon­ 
stration indicating his intention, the brake- 
man immediately struck Mr. Urquhart a 
powerful blow an the nose, making a cut 
about one-third of an inch in length and 
•ausing the blood to flow freely. Depot 
officer Coffey came up soon afterwards, ar­ 
rested Schwalenberg and turned him over 
to officer Ash, by whom he was conveyed 
to the station-hodSe. where a charge of bat­ 
tery was entered against him. On the way 
over he said, “ That fellow had been annoy­ 
ing me until I could put up with it no 
longer and I biffed him on the nose." Mr. 
Urquhart, who conducts his business 
quietly and is not given to annoying any 
one, stated that he could not understand 
why he was assaulted, as his assailant was 
doing well and had a good job, and he 
imagined that he must be insane.

Leroy Fisher, who has been arrested three 
times within a month, was tined $40 or 40 
days for disturbing the peace at Fourth and 
K streets Sunday afternoon, when he used 
foul language as ladies were passing 
The 
case of Mike Krau, for disturbing the 
peace of J. Gebert, at Twentieth and O 
streets, Saturday, was continued until to­ 
morrow 
Janies Kelly, who burglarized 
David Davis’ saloon, made no defense, but 
intimated his willingness to plead guilty 
when the case should come up in the Su­ 
perior Court 
Fred, ltogers, arrested and 
brought back from Oakland oil a charge of 
grand larceny, preferred by Abraham Iforo- 
biut, whose wife and property he was ac­ 
cused cf having ran away with from this 
city, was discharged, Horobim declining to 
prosecute. Judge Buck'ev administered a 
severe lecture to lhe parties before dismiss­ 
ing the matter. 
V ery B adly B urned. 
The alarm of fire from box No. 25 at 11:15 
a. m. yesterday was occasioned by the ex­ 
plosion of a gasoline apparatus used at the 
store of Hail, Luhrs A Co. for the heating 
of a branding iron to be used in the brand­ 
ing ot hams. A pipe connecting the burn­ 
ers with the tank of gasoline was usually 
charged with enough of the fluid to burn 
about twenty minutes. A few daysagothe 
burners became clogged with dust*or some­ 
thing else, so that the llame was not satis­ 
factory at times, and Charlie Schwan, a 
boy about 15 years of age, who had charge 
of the heating, occasionally tapped the pipe 
with a file that was lying near by, to im­ 
prove it. It is supposed that this tapping 
eventually broke the solder at a joint, al­ 
lowing gas to escape and thus causing yes­ 
terday's explosion. 
The blazing fluid 
struck the boy on the face and neck, but 
.lames Laughlin and others promptly ex­ 
tinguished it with a gunny sack, Laughlin 
having his hands buinot while so doing. 
It wus found that the poor boy’s face and 
neck were burned shockingly from his 
forehead to his chest, tie sain blistering 
up into rolls, while his ips were burned 
until they bled. Fortu atelv be bad in­ 
stinctively closed bis eyes when the ex­ 
plosion took place, and their sight is not 
injured. lie stood his suffering like a hero, 
and started to walk unattended in search 
of a . doctor, but was quickly assisted by 
friends. W hile the blistered skin was be­ 
ing cut away and the burns dressed he did 
not even swoon. It is not known as yet 
whether he inhaled any of the fire. His 
face last evening was much swollen, and 
be wat: distressed by an attack of vomiting. 


ELECTION OF OFFICERS 
O f the Im provem ent A ssociation of the 
City and County of Sacram ento. 
The meeting of the Improvement Asso­ 
ciation of the City and County of Sacra­ 
mento was held in the office of E. K. Alsip 
last evening to elect officers. About 40 mem­ 
bers of the Association were present. The 
meeting was called to order by the Chair­ 
man, Dr. G. L. Simmons, who briefly 
stated its object. 
I*. E. Platt moved that a committee of 
five be appointed by the Chair to retire and 
select a President.Vice-President, Secretary 
and Treasurer, and an Executive Commit­ 
tee of 25. 
Clinton L. W hite said he had discovered 
since entering the meeting that some one 
had made up a ticket, and had the same 
printed and judiciously distributed. This 
savored too much of a First Ward political 
movement, and although the names upon 
the ticket were not objectionable, still he 
did not think a ticket so placed in the field 
and elected would give entire satisfaction. 
In other words, it did not look like a square 
deal, and was not in the interest of a pub­ 
lic and popular boom. W hile the names 
upon the printed ticket were those of 
prominent and respected citizens, still 
he 
thought it 
could be 
improved 
upon. 
Of the twenty-tive gentlemen 
named, a large number of them had not 
thought enough of the Association to attend 
this meeting. If they are not enthusiastic 
at this meeting, will they ever be, and are 
we sure that they will at any meeting in 
the future favor us with their presence? 
If the naming of this ticket is part of the 
programme of this meeting, then the com­ 
mittee, if any is appointed, would do well 
to depart from this printed list. Lei us 
have a square deal, and put none to the fore 
but those who are active, energetic and are 
disposed to do something. 
The Secretary, Mr. Coleman, said that 
Mr. Gallatin was present early in the even­ 
ing and had been excused. G. W. Chesley 
and Dr. W . R. Cluness had sent letters to 
the Secretary stating they were with the 
movement and gave good excuses for their 
non-attendance. 
P, E. Platt said one of the printed tickets 
had been handed him when he entered the 
building. He did not approve of that kind 
of work, bnt supposed ii was done in good 
faith. It looks a little like a cut and dried 
P'ogramme. 
E. W. Maslin was opposed to the naming 
of the committee if its duty was simply to 
recommend a ticket that had been put in 
by parties interested. If the Association 
was not competent to select its own officers 
without the usual log-rolling political tac­ 
tics, then it liad better adjourn tine die.

A pplication for M anilunins. 
Pleasant Byrd, through his attorneys, 
Catlin A W hite, made application to the 
Superior Court yesterday for the issuance 
of a writ of mandate to compel Theodore 
Reichert, Register of the State Land Office, 
to procure the issuance of a patent tc pe­ 
titioner for section 1, and the east half of 
section 2, township 21 south, range 21 oast, 
Tular • county. He claims that this land 
is a part of the overflowed lands of the 
State, and w ere surveyed by the Surveyor 
of Tulare county, in 1573. In April, 1873, 
petitioner made application to the Sur­ 
veyor-General for the land, within the time 
allowed by law, paid to the State twenty 
percent, of the purchase money and in­ 
terest on the balance to January, 1871. and 
received a certificate of purchase. Subse­ 
quently, Seth Smith made application to 
the Surveyor-General to purchase a portion 
of the land, and John II. Harter for the 
remainder. They contested Byrd's right 
to purchase in the Superior Court of Tu­ 
lare county, and a few weeks ago both 
cases were decided in Byrd’s favor. Mean­ 
while he had performed the necessary work 
of reclamation, and oil the 31st of last 
month he surrendered his certificate of 
purchase to Register Reichert, but the lat­ 
ter refused to procure the issuance of a 
patent, and still refuses. 
Incorporations. 
The business of the office of the Secretary 
of State is largely increasing and has almo*t 
doubled in the past year.

BAILROAD TO PLACERVILLE. 


T he A rrangem ent» for Its C onstruction 
and how They w ere Effected. 
(From the Mountain Democrat.] 
It is w ith pleasure that we are able to 
record this week the fact th at all necessary 
arrangem ents having been m ade, I’iaccr- 
ville is soon to be directly connected w ith 
the outside wot Id by rail, through th e ex­ 
tension of the ¡Sacramento and Placerville 
road from ¡Shingle Springs to this place. 
On W ednesday last the Hoard of Supervis­ 
ors refunded the bonded indebtedness of 
the county, au d im m ediately thereafter the 
railroad com pany, upon receipt of a stipu­ 
lated sum , gave a bond in $100,000 to have 
the road com pletad to Placerville w ithin one 
year. T hus is Droughtdbout that w hich our 
citizens have long sought for and hereto­ 
fore vainly endeavored to accom plish—the 
opening up and developm ent of our county 
by m eans c f rail com m unication w ith the 
rest of the State. 
It is cow several m onths since the in au ­ 
guration of this latest m ovem ent, w hich 
ha3 term inated so auspiciously. 
O ur citi­ 
zens were called together one afternoon at 
th e Court-house to take action upon a let­ 
ter received from C. I’. H untington, m ak­ 
ing a proposition w hereby the extension of 
the road should be guaranteed. 
T he result 
o f th a t m eeting was a large com m ittee, 
w hich w ent to th e city, interview ed the 
railroad officials, and cam e hom e n ot know ­ 
ing as m uch as w hen they w ent away. T he 
m ovem ent prom ised to result disastrously 
to ou r interests, w hen three m em bers of 
th at com m ittee, Messrs. Geo. E. W illiam s. 
A. M ierson and II. S. Morey, realizing the 
opportunity offered to bring our county 
out from the cloud resting upon it. of th eir 
own accord undertook to enter into nego­ 
tiations w ith th e railroad com pany to ar­ 
range the m atter satisfactorily to all con­ 
cerned. 
W hen they started upon the negotiations 
they had upon w hich to work the proposi­ 
tion of C. P . H untington, w ith w hich all 
our readers are fam iliar—a proposition to 
build the road providing our citizens gave 
th e right of way and placed $150,000 w orth 
of the bonds of th e road. 
T his was an ex­ 
trem ely difficult question to m eet and 
solve, but the trio started in undaunted. It 
wus not long before negotiations took an 
entirely different tu rn , and an adjustm ent 
of the question included also the settlem ent 
of our country’s indebtedness in an honor­ 
able way, and speedily. 
V isit after visit 
was m ade to th e city, lasting a week or 
two at a tim e; m any linancial difficulties 
were encountered and overcome, and finally 
th e m atter was gotten in such shape th at 
the successful outcom e rested w ith the Su­ 
pervisors of this county. 
T hen the Supervisors were approached 
upon th e refunding schem e. 
A ll w ere not 
favorable thereto a t first, but finally real­ 
ized of w hat im portance th e m atter was to 
our county, and a unanim ous verdict was 
in favor of refunding the debt upon th e 
term s proposed, and n o t only saving a 
large am o u n t of m oney to our county, bu t 
gaining back its nam e and financial stand­ 
ing. 
T hen the com m ittee redoubled its efforts, 
w ith success alm ost assured, and all details 
were arranged for the final consum m ation 
on the 31st o f M ay. 
W hen th e B oard of 
Supervisors m et on tiiat day the proposi­ 
tion stood th u s: T he bonded indebtedness 
of El Dorado county, w ith interest accum u­ 
lations. am ounted to $259,000. 
T he bonds 
of this county, w hich were bearing ten per 
cent, interest, were held by J. M. M cDon­ 
ald of San Francisco, w ho cam e before the 
B oard of Supervisors and asked them to 
refund th e debt at $200,000, the bonds to 
run for tw enty years and bear five jiercent. 
interest. 
He agreed to accept tills $200.000 
in bonds in lieu o f the $259 000 in th e con­ 
dition it then stood. 
It was furtherm ore 
agreed th at if this were done the railroad 
com pany would file a bond to build the 
road to Placerville w ithin one year. 
T he proposition was accepted. New bonds 
were issued, the old bonds surrendered, 
and $100,000 bonds given bv the railroad 
com pany to extend their line to Placerville 
w ithin one year. 
T he com m ittee were triu m p h a n t! 
T he 
old railroad difficulty has been settled. T he 
county has issued new bonds to fulfill its 
contract w ith the railroad com pany, and 
the com pany have placed them selve3 under 
bonds to fulfill their agreem ent w ith the 
people of th e county. 
Now, w ith the difficulty of railroad tran s­ 
portation about to be rem oved, the future 
of El D orado county rests in the energy of 
its population. 
W e have a county une­ 
qualed for ¡productiveness by any in the 
State; we have a county w herein there is 
room for thousands, and w here hom es are 
ch ea p : we have a county w herein ou r gold 
m ines are bu, beginning to yield the hid ­ 
den m illions ; we have a county th at can 
again be m ade th e banner county in the 
State, and all we need is energy and adver­ 
tising. 
Let us stand together and w ork for 
the future.

THE PURE WISE 
BILL. 


T he R esponsibility of ltottler» o í W ine 
U nder th e New Law. 
T he law to prevent th e sophistication 
and adulteration of w ine w ent into effect 
on th e 6th inst. 
It is an im portant law, 
an d one affecting one of the greatest in ter­ 
ests o f California. 
Many’ questions have 
arisen as to it3 effect and the responsibility 
of w ine-deilers under it, one o f w hich has 
been subm itted to the A ttorney-G eneral 
and answ ered a3 follows : 
“ Y ou m ake a hypothetical case for m y 
opinion : ‘A buys an adulterated w ine from 
15. w ith a pure w ine stam p over th e bung. 
A bottles tbe w ine and puts the pure w ine 
stam p on tb e bottle, believing the w ine to 
be pure. 
Subsequently the wine is found 
to be not pure. 
Is A then liable?’ ” 
“ It w on't do for A to trnst im plicitly B 
or his stam ps. 
T he Act requires som e d il­ 
igence on A’3 part. 
It savs th at it shall be 
his duty to become satisfied th a t the wine 
contained in tbe barrels or bottles is all 
th at said label im ports as defined in this 
Act. 
“ A therefore m u st n ot be guiltv of crim ­ 
inal negligence. 
T hat w ould be* as bad as 
if A s in ten t was to palm off adulterated or 
im pure wine. 
" B u t if A m akes a reasonable effort in 
good faith to satisfy him self th at the w ine 
is all that the label im ports and is satisfied 
after using due diligence he w ould not be 
guilty of a m isdem eanor, if he was m is­ 
taken or im posed upon. It is the good faith 
of A and tbe use of due diligence end scru­ 
tiny in his investigation w hich the law re­ 
quires. 
I do not th in k an analytic test is 
necessarily required to be applied by A. 
T h at m ight not at all tim es be practicable. 
But he m ust recollect th at there is a duty 
cast upon him to satisfy him self by availa­ 
ble and reasonably reliable m eans th at the 
w ine is w hat th e label im ports, and he 
m ust be satisfied. 
An analysis, however, 
would be the m ost satisfactory way to lest 
the w ine.”
